A new law will go into effect Octo- 


ber 1, by which all operators of ele- 
vators or escalators will be required to 
secure a license, and the otlice of the 
public building department of this city 
is getting ready to hold such examina- 
tions as required.by law.and issue the 
licenses. 


The examinations in this city will he 


held under the supervision of Commis- 
sioner James E. Donnelly of the public 
building and license department, and 
conducted by. the inspector of public 
buildings, Francis A. Connor. 


The rules and regulations applying 


to operations of elevators are in-part 
as follows: 


(a) No person shall operate and no 


owner, lessee, employer or his agent 
shall cause or permit to.be. operated 
the elevators specified in this regula- 
tion to be operated by licensed opera- 
tors, unless the person operating the 
same is duly licensed; provided,'howr 
ever, that in case of emergency: such 
operation by a competent - unlicensed 
person may be permitted :for a. period 
not exceeding seven consecutive days. 


(b) Power passenger elevators shall 


be.operated, by licensed operators,-ex- 
cept (1) the selective automatic pushr 
button type when-equipped -with 
the 


required safeguards; 
and except (2) 
elevators with shipper.ropes, accessible 
from the landings, when equipped'with 
the required safeguards; 
and except 


(3) a passenger elevator In a private 
residence occupied by one family; and 
except W a passenger elevator serv- 
ing two landings only when"such ele-. 
vator is equipped with the .door inter- 
locking devices required on a selective 
automatic button-control elevator. . . 


(c) Power freight 'elevators shall be 


operated by licensed operators if the 
elevators run at • a. speed 
exceeding 


100 degrees per minute. 


(rt) IPower freight elevators', except 


hatchway-type, 
carriage-type,, side- 


walk-type and dumb-waiters, and ex- 
cept elevators serving only "two; land- 
ings, shall be .operated by licensed op- 
erators whenever (1) they are used for

HE civilized world IK turning 


Ha attention to tho tremend- 
ous humane task of caring for 
tho wounded in tho awe in- 


spiring: war which is sweeping Europe- 
Immediately that tho war became a 
stern reality there came from all parts 
ot tho globe- tenders of assistance In 
the caring of tho wounded on tho fields 
of battle. Tho offers wore not limited. 
They worn spontaneous. 
There never 


was a situation that so taxed the re- 
sources of charity and philanthropy. 


Historic castles, universities, country 


mansions and luxurious yacht a were 


. turned 
into 
hospitals, 
convalescent 


homes and Rfcd Cross depots. Men and 
women of notalo birth vied with each 
ether in caring for 
thn sick 
and 


wounded, 
Tho 
authorities 
in 
tho 


stricken countries were overwhelmed 
with offers, and tho owners of fine 
mansions provided full equipment for 
their maintenance. 


The first batch of wounded in the 


war came Into Brussels, which turned 
Into vast hospitals tho hotels, private 
houses and public institutions, placing 


them at tho disposal of tho Had Crosa 
society. Tho wounded soldiers came 
from Jjiege. Vast crowds, with bared 
beads bowed in silence, watched the. 
stretchers with their human burdens 
enter tho stations' of the Hod Cross no- 
clety. 
Save for occasional murmurs 


the onlookers were silent, but now and 
then an audible sob from some woman 
broke tho silence. 


At tho head of tho French Bed Grose 


in Brussels is an Englishwoman, Mll- 
licent, duchess of Sutherland. 
Ex- 


plaining how she camo to go to Brus- 
sels she snid: "I was in Paris and of- 
fered my services to tho Secourn des 
mease's a few days after an urgent 
message asking for help was received 
from Brussels, Throughout the journey 
of eleven hours to Brussels I was re- 
ceived with the most amaaing kindness. 
Tho people wept when they saw the 
little, red cross on my arm. I confess I 
broke down myself." 
Duke Gives Up Mansion. 


Tho Duke.- of Devonshire has lent 


Devonshire House, his famous old man- 
sion in Piccadilly, for the headquarters 
of the British Red Cross society. Tho 


great hall is filled with mules, desks 
and inquiry counters, and an aristo- 
cratic staff la working on the plans o£ 
organization. 
Tho reception room In 


the mansion Is a vast workshop In 
which Queen Mother Amelia- of Portu- 
gal, Princess Christian and many titled 
women are engaged dally Jn ofilco work. 


The dining room of Maryborough 


House, the town residence of Queen 
Alexandra, lias been converted Into a 
workroom, where well known society 
women under Princess Victoria cut out 
garments i'or 
soldiers and sailors. 


Princess Mario Louise has eciuipped 
her clubhouse for factory girls as a 
hospital. 
Ex-Empreaa r>Eugenic has 


given (1,000 to the Rod Cross and also 
fitted up a wing In her house at Farn- 
borough for tho reception of wounded 
officers. 
Tho Duke of Sutherland has 


offered Dunrobln castle, tho family's 
ancient seat in the Scottish highlands, 
for hospital purposes. 
Tho Duke of 


Norfolk fitted out fifty bods In Arundel 
castle, Sussex. Mortimer Singer offer- 
ed his new mansion In Berkshire as a 
convalescent home. It is eciuipped for 
200 patients, and Mr. Singer will de- 


fray all the cost of Its -maintenance. 


Rodman Wanamaker, who gave the 


silver altar, coating $40,000, to tho 
church at Sandringham in memory of 
King Edward, has placed his extensive 
premises in Pall Mall and the entiro 
staff at tho disposal of thn Red Crosa. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury offer- 


ed Lambeth palace, thie picturesque 
London residence of English primates, 
as a hospital, and Cardinal Bourne 
tendered a large and fully equipped 
hospital at Wlllesden. 


Tho other Offers include Lord Lon- 


donderry's Pynford park as an emer- 
gency hospital, with fifty beds; Lord 
Curzon's Broadstairs mansion as a 
convalescent home for officers; Lady 
Samuel's mansion in London as a hos- 
pital, with fifty beds; Lord Shaftes- 
bury's country residence as a conva- 
lescent home, and William Waldorf 
Aster's splendid seat, Cliveden, as a 
convalescent home. 
How Red Cross Was Formed. 


Surgery and medicine did not come 


into use on the battlefield before the 
last decade " " 
" ' 


Before th 


e Of the eighteenth century, 
lat (time wounded soldiers 


were either carried to the rear by their 
comrades or loft unattended to and ex- 
posed until the fighting was over. Sur-. 
gicai assistance did not reach the bat- 
tlefield until the day after the engage- 
ment or oven later, and for many of the 
wounded it was then too late. 


In 1792 Baron Dominique Jean Larrey 


of the French army introduced his sys- 
tem of "ambulances volantes," or Hy- 
ing field hospitnls, capable of moving 
rapidly from plnce to place. They gave 
primary surgical treatment and re- 
moved the wounded quickly from the 
field. Napoleon warmly supported Lar- 
rey, and tho system was soon brought 
to a high state of efficiency in the 
Grand Army. 


The founder of the Red Cross society 


was Jean Henri Dunant, a philanthropr 
ic citizen, of Geneva, Switezrland. On 
June 14, 1859, he chanced to be pres- 
ent at the battle of Solferino and was 
an eyewitness to the vast amount of 
unnecessary 
suffering 
that 
resulted 


from the inability of tho regular sur- 
gical corps to care for tho thousands 
of wounded who lay upon the field. 
Three years later he published a book 


vividly doserlblnp; the horrors of war 
and proposing the formation of volun- 
teer societies to supplement the mili- 
tary surgical corps. 


After tho publication of his bonk an 


agitation began which resulted in call- 
ing an international 
conference 
at 


Geneva in 1S63. In October of that 
year tho Geneva convention was signed 
which neutralized the surgical corps 
of hostile armies and volunteer socie- 
ties caring for tho wounded. Tho Ge- 
neva flag (tho red cross) was adopted 
as the symbol for the Interna tional 
Red Cross society. 
Geneva has been 


since that time the headquarters of tho 
International Red Cross society, and 
numerous 
international 
conventions 


have been held there. 
Big Advance In Surgery. ' 


In the American civil war eight sol- 


diers died of disease to one from 
wounds. 
Experts expect that in the 


present general European struggle not 
more than three will fall victim to 
sickness to one killed on the field of 
battle. 


Such is tho advance of army sani- 


tation and army surgery in flfty years. 


Americans and tho Japanese have 


been the leaders. The United States 
army hospitals have installed many re- 
markable innovations sinca the Span- 
ish-American war. with its dreadful 
leason in tho danger of typhoid, and 
these new ideas hnve been adopted by 
the army surgeon of old world powers. 


So It Is expected thai the present 


war, tho greatest yet In history, also 
will be tho most humana. Thpro will 
bo no disproportionate mortality list 
from disease and no army of cripples 
as an aftermath. 


Tho modern high power, quick fir- 
ng military rifle and the development 
in artillery will have much to do with 
the change. 
Those who dio will dio 


more quickly. Gangrene and infection 
will bo practically-unknown quantities, 
It is thought. 


Before tho Russo-Japanese conflict 


tho armies of the world over used a 
high caliber bullet, made of unsheathed 
lead ami greased to overcome friction 
In tho barrel. The muzzle velocity waa 
less than half that of tho missiles now 
employed. 


Then, too, bayonet and eaber charges 


were more common. These resulted in 
hideous wounds, very difficult for sur- 
geons to handle. 


The bullets which are flying In Eu- 


rope today are of less diameter than 
the ordinary lead pencil. 
They are 


jacketed with nickel, lead or steel and 
have tremendous velocity. 


Tho soft, mushrooming bullet of the 


old days resulted In the shattering ot 
bonea and tho crushing, rather than 
cutting, of tissues. 
Infection was al- 


most inevitable, the* grease being es- 
pecially insanitary. 
A wound in tha 


abdomen wan considered necessarily 
fatal. 
The death rate among tha 


wounded was enormous. 


In recent campaigns there are in- 


stances where soldiers shot In what 
were once considered vital spots hava 
walked unsupported to tho field hos- 
pitals.

purpose of pulling light machine, guns 
and appliances associated with the 
army medical corps. 


Tho draft dog of Belgium la a fine 


and husky fnliow. lie is an offshoot 
of the Danish dog, his strength is con- 
jslderable, and his pace Is good.. Ho is 


I Jlrm ,on his feet, and his pads aro so 
1 hard, tough and tried that ho is free 
from foot weariness, and when there 
IK no work doing he lies down in his 
harness between the charts of the two 
wheel cart and dozca oft with his big 


and sensible head between hla fore- 
feet. Awake he either barks his greet- 
ings to a passing friend or greets nn 
old enemy with a savage salute. Tho 
dog.s. however, aro usually quiet, and 
It would seem that they enjoy thor- 
oughly the work they have to do. 


Thun It is that much as tho dog lover 


In some other countries hates to make 
his doK a beast of burden, he cannot 
help admiring tho working .dogs of 
Brussels and olher continental cities, 
whoro, to all appearances, they 10 thor- 


oughly like their work. As tho well 
regelated trains speed their way along 
the tracks the teams of dogs hauling 
their loads of garden produce or milk 
on the road alongside of the railway are 
not the least interesting sights of the 
grand tour. 


All the bis trek dogs of tho Belgians 


are under capital command, and es- 
pecially is this tho case among the 
soldiers' dogs. There is discipline in 
the kennel as there is within the bar- 
racks, and the., dogs, big, apparently 
savage and surly animals, are, when in 
charge of the men, as orderly as a pack 
of well mannered foxhounds. 


I£ tho weather be bad and the roads 


slippery the foot of the dog has all the 
advantage over that of the hoofed ani- 
mal. It is true that the foot often suf- 
fers, but the owners are careful of their 
dogs, and a hath of salt water and a 
dressing of resin ointment will go a 
long way to heal up a clean sore in 
four and twenty hours. 


The dog market in Brussels on Sun- 


day mornings is an attractive place, 
held, as it is, in the Hotel do Vllle 
square. It is here that a dog and cart 
turnout can bo purchased, and there is 
both new and old harness from which 
to choose. 
The would be buyer can 


give a dog a trial between the-shafts 
of the cart and put the weight behind 
the dog that tho seller claims tho ani- 
mal can draw. The business man goes 
to the market or auction to buy a dog 
and cart, just as the New Yorker visits 
tho horso salesman or (ho automobile 
truck, seller. 
The dog is one of the 


cogs of tho wheel of industry, and with 
tho venders of dairy and truck farm 
produce in the cities and towns no ani- 
mals would bo more missed -than the 
draft dogs. 


It is a common custom among dog 


owners .of the continent of Europe to 
cut and mutilate the ears of their dogs. 
As thero appears to bo no law against 
this useless and cruel practice It Is 
not uncommon to ace dogs on tho open 
market which nro offered for sale 
with their, ear's yet raw and sore after 


shiftless operation of cropping. They 


still bleed, and n., one thinks of tak- 
ng notice. No reason has been given 
for cropping. Even wove the cartilage 
of tho cars removed us a preventive, 
that would bo a tnliitakn, since the ori- 
fice of tho oar beins left exposed, the

Strassburg Still Shows German Origin

TRASSBURG, the seat .of the 


administrative government of 


. Alsace-Lorraine, which at the 


outbreak of tho war was one 


of the objective points of the.French1 
nvadors, after a foreign domination for 
almost two'centuries, still shows plaln- 
y Its Germ4n origin in many respects, 
although,-there Is, a charmine old. uuar- 


ter In the city so very French that it 
is actually known as "Klein Franlc- 
reich," or "Little France." The great- 
er part of the Slrassburg of today is 
undoubtedly Teutonic, with many mod- 
ern squarps, fine public buildings and a 
multitude of typical German beer halls 
and restaurants bearing unpronounce- 
able German names. 


In the year 1870, in the early days of 


tho month of August, a force of only 
some 8,000 Frenchmen under General 
Doual, near "Wlssenbourg, were sur- 
prised by an army of Bavarians and 
Prussians ten times as strong, the al- 
lies having over 80,000 men. 
After a 


most heroic, resistance the French were 
forced to retire. Next followed tho de- 
feat of Marshal MacMahon, which. oc- 
casioned intense depression In Alsaco, 
whero there were no longer any regu- 
lar troops, tho towns having to depend 
for their defense upon the shattered 
remnants of the different regiments and 
on the "gardos mobile," formed of old 
men and young boys .who had been 
hastily mustered 
in and who were 


mostly not only Ignorant-of-even tho 
rudiments of tho art of war, but wore 
badly armed and poorly clothed. 


After tho defeat of MacMahon the 


victorious Germans spread out over the 
whole department of the lower Rhino 
and Invested Strassburg. . Completely 
overwhelmed by 
tho • number • of 
her 


(003 and at the. mercy, pf the Germans' 


powerful artillery, on the 28th of Sep- 
tember, after a siege of seven wetki 
and a constant terrific bombardment. 
Strassburg was forced to surrender. 
Shortly after subjugating Strassburg 
both Schlestadt and Brisach were in- 
vested and Muelhausen occupied by. 10,- 
000 of the victorious Germans. 


When the news became known that 


the city of Strassburg1 and all of the 
rest of Alsace-Lorraine were to be 
ceded by. France—a ransom demanded 
by Germany, besides the 
enormous 


financial indemnity the 
vanquished 


country must pay—the grief, rage and 
despair of the province, and, in fact, of 
all France, may well be imagined. The 
Alsatians and tho residents in Lorraine 
joined in sending a- protest to tho as- 
sembly of Bordeaux before the treaty 
of Frankfort was signed, in which they. 
made a stirring appeal for Justice. 


It says: "Wo, by these presents, pro- 


claim as forever inviolable the right of 
the people of Alsace-Lorraine to re- 
main members of the French nation, 
and wo swear on our part, our constitu- 
ents, their children and their descend- 
ants, to continue to lay claim to it for- 
ever and by every means In our power 
in tho face of all usurpers. \Ve are 
Frenchmen, and we wish to remain 
Frenchmen." 
, For more than forty-four years now 
Alsace-Lorraine has been tho German 
imperial 
territory 
of Elsass-Loth- 


rinson. After the great siege tho city 
was almost In ruins. Not until just a 
few years ago have the last vestiges of 
tho awful havoc wrought by the bom- 
bardment in 1871 been entirely removed 
from tho city which suffered so se- 
verely from the enemy's projectiles, but 
great as. were the gaping.holes mado 
In their homes, tho wounds to' tholr 
pride were greater still, and today they 
aro still open, still bleeding and un- 
healed. 


Strassburg, situated on tho 111, Is di* 


vldcd into.threo sections, of. which th» 
central island is not only the largest, 
but tho most Important. The city is all 
of two • miles from • the Rhine, with 
which It Is connected by tho Rhone- 
Marno canal, which joins tho river 111 
ibovo the town and connects with tha 
Rhine-Rhone canal outside of. the east" 
ern fortifications..

A new law will go into effect Octo- 


jer 1, by which all operators of ele- 
vators or escalators will be required 
secure a license, and the otlice of the 
public building department of this cits 
is getting ready to hold such examina 
ticns as reyuired by law and issue the 
"censes. 
• 


The examinations in.this.city will" be 


held under the supervision of Commis- 
sioner James E. Donnelly of the public 
building and license department, anc 
conducted by the, '-inspector of public 
buildings, Francis A. Connor. 


The rules and regulations applying 


to operations of elevators are in par' 
as follows: 


(a) Xo person shall operate and no 


owner, lessee, employer or his agen 
shall cause or permit to be operatec 
the elevators specified .in this regula- 
tion to he operated by licensed opera 
tors, unless the person operating the 
same is duly licensed; provided," 
how- 


ever, that in case of emergency such 
operation by a-competent 
iinlicen 


person may be .permitted for a perioc 
not exceeding seven consecutive days

ISTRATION AT THE STATE HOUSE 
BEFORE PRIMARIES 


"Joe" Hibbard take notice! 
Only 10 of the candidates for party 


nominations at the state primaries, to- 
morrow have complied with the pro- 
visions of the new corrupt practices 
act of 1914 which declares that "No 
3erson actlng^under the authority or in 
Dehalf of a (campaign) committee (not 
elected by the voters of the common- 
ivealth) shall receive any 
money or 


other thing- of value, or expend or dis- 
burse the same until the names of the 
chairman and treasurer and the names 
of such additional monitors In the case 
of committees not elected, shall 
have 


been so filed." 


In other words, all candidates who 


have campaign commtttees must file 
with the secretary of state the names 
of .the men constituting such commit- 
tees and especially tho names of the 
chairman and treasurer. Unless candi- 
dates get busy they are liable to 
bo 


charged with violations 
of tho law. 
Just how seriously 
offenders will be 


treated, as this is the first year of the 
act's operation, is another 
question, 


but the law remains, however.

setts State Branch, A. F. of T,., which 
began this morning, and a hard fight 
will be waged to enroll the support of 
the hundreds of thousands of men and 
women In this state against the pas- 
sage of tho 
llobson-Sheppard 
bill, 


now before congress, for nation-wide 
prohibition. 


Rvcry delegate to the C. L. U. who 


attended tho meeting yesterday, was 
recorded In favor of the resolution. 
Text of tho Resolution 


The resolution was: 
"Whereas the object of this crusade 


is to create a sentiment among the 
voters of this state favorable to tho 
passage 
of 
the 
so-called 
Hobson- 


Sheppard bill, now 
before 
congress, 


which profiles for national prohibi- 
tion and the summary closing of the 
doors of thousands of breweries, dis- 
tilleries, cooperage plants, and 
other 


establishments throughout the country 
that are now engaged directly and In- 
directly in the in;j.nufaot.ure of boor, 
wine arid oth-n- liquors, and, 


"Whereas the employing brewers of 


this country, and In sharp contrast to 
the attitude of tho big Interests con- 
forms to the principal of tho eight- 
hour day. the closed shop, and pay a 
higher rate of wages :ind provide more 
decent working conditions 
than 
any 


other industry in this country, and 
most especially the 
big 
interests, 


whose whole endeavor is 
to 
bring 


down wages and crush organized labor 
down to tiieir own level, as 
recently 


witnessed in the states of Texas and 
Colorado, resolved by the Boston Cen- 
tral Labor union. 


"That the intelligent worklrigrnan of

at the request of tho National Fed- 
eration of Postofflcn Clerks. 
Thin bill 


is for the reduction of night work In 
postofflces and allows overtime pay 
for work done outside of the hours 
allowed by law. 


Still another resolution read: 
"Resolved, That the manufacture and 
sale of Instruments of war for pri- 
vate profit should he prohibited with- 
in the borders of the United States. 


"Resolved, That the government of 


the United States should hereafter un- 
dertake the manufacture of such in- 
struments of war as it deems neces- 
sary for national defense."

public building department of this cltj 
is getting ready tu hold such examina- 
tions as required by law and issue tho 
licenses. 


Th« examinations in this city will be 


held under the supervision (jf Commis- 
sioner James E. Donnelly of the publi' 
building and. license department, and 
conducted by tho inspector oC public 
buildings, Francis A. Connor. 


The rules and regulations applying

the prohibition of the liquor business 
was only a matter of a short time, in 
view of the tremendous organization 
which was arrayed against It.

ISTRATION AT THE STATE HOUSE 


* BEFORE PRI31AUIES 


"Joe" Hlbbard take notice! 
Only 10 of the candidates for party 


nominations at the state primaries to- 
morrow have complied with the pro- 
visions of the new corrupt practices 
act of 1914 which declares that "No 
person acting under the authority or in 
behalf of a (campaign) committee (not 
elected" by the voters of the common- 
wealth) shall receive 
any money or 


other thing of value, or expend or dis- 
burse the same until the names of the 
chairman and treasurer and the names 
of such additional members in the case 
of committees not elected, shall have 
>een so filed." 


In other words, all candidates who 


have campaign committees must file 
with the secretary of state the names 
of the men constituting such commit- 
ees and especially the names of the 
chairman and treasurer. Unless candi- 
dates get busy they are liable to 
be 


charged with violations of the law. 
fust how seriously 
offenders will be 


treated, as this is the first year of the 
act's operation, 
Is another question, 
ntt the law remains, however.

Surgery and medicine did not come 


Into use on the battlefield before the 
last decade of tho eighteenth century. 
Before that time wounded soldiers 


were elther'carried to tho rear by their 
comrades or left unattended to and ex- 
posed until the fighting was over. 
Sur- 


gical assistance did not reach the 
bat- 


tlefield until the day after the engage- 
ment or even later, and for many of the 
wounded it was then too late. 


In 1792 Baron Dominique Jenn Larrey 


of the French army introduced his 
sys- 


tem of "ambulances volantes," or fly- 
Ing field hospitals, capable of moving 
rapidly from, place to place. They gave 
primary surgical treatment and re- 
moved the wounded quickly from the 
field. Napoleon warmly supported Lar- 
rey, and tho system was soon brought 
to a high state of etliciency in the 
Grand Army. 


The founder of the Red Cross society 


was Jean Henri Dunaiit, a philanthrop- 
ic citizen, of Geneva, Swltezrland. On 
June 14, 1859, he chanced to be pres- 
ent'at the battle of' Solferlno and was 
an eyewitness to the vast amount of 
unnecessary 
suffering 
that 
resulted 


from the inability of the regular 
sur- 


gical corps to care for tho thousands 
of wounded who lay upon the field. 
Three years later ho published a book 


vividly describing tho horrors'of war 
and proposing the formation of volun- 
teer societies to supplement the mili- 
tary surgical corps. 


After tlie publication of his book an 


agitation began which resulted in call- 
ing 
an 
international 
conference, 
at 


Geneva In 1S63. 
In October of- that 


year the Geneva convention was signed 
which neutralised, the surgical corps 
of hostile armies and volunteer.socie- 
ties caring for tho wounded. The Ge- 
neva flag (the red cross) was adopted 
as • the symbol for the International 
Red Cross society. 
Geneva has been 


since that tlme^tho headquarters of the 
International Red Cross society, and 
numerous 
international 
conventions 


have been held there.

Big Advance In Surgery, 


In the American civil war eight sol- 


.diers died of disease to one 
from 


wounds. 
Experts expect .that in the 


present general European struggle not 
more than three will fall victim to 
sickness to one killed on tho field of 
battle. 


Such Is the advance of army sani- 


tation and army surgery in fifty years. 


Vho Americans and the Japanese have 
been the lenders. 
The United Stateu 


army hospitals have installed many rc- 
mnrknhle innovations -since tho Span- 
ish-American war. with its dreadful 
lesson In the danger of typhoid, and 
those new'ideas have been adopted hy 
the army surgeon of old world powers. 


So it is expected tha'i the present 


war. the greatest yet in history, also 
will be the most humane. There wil 
be no disproporttonnto mortality Its 
from disease and no army of cripples 
as an aftermath. 


Tho modern high power, quick fir- 


ing military rifle and tho development 
In artillery will have much to do with 
the change. Those who dlo will die 
more quickly. Gnngrone and infection 
will he practically unknown quantities, 
It is thought. 


Before tho Russo-Japanese conflict 


the armies of the world ovor used 
high caliber bullet, made of unsheathed 
lead and greased to-overcome friction 
In tho barrel. Tho muzzle velocity was 
less than half that o£ the mlssilea now] 
employed. 


Then, too, bayonet and eahcr chargeaj 


were more common. These resulted'in! 
hideous wounds, very difficult for sur- 
geons to handle. 


Tho bullets which are (lying- in Eu- 


rope today are of less diameter than 
the ordinary, lead pencil. 
They aro 


jacketed with nickel, lead or steel and 
have tremendous velocity. 


The soft, mushrooming bullet of the 


old days resulted in the shattering o£ 
hones and the crushing, rather than 
cutting/of tissues.

most Inevitable, the grease being es- 
pecially insanitary, 
A wound In Ui3 


abdomen was considered necessarily 
fatal. ' The death rate among the 
wounded was enormous. 


In recent campaigns there aro In

In some other countries hates to make 
his ilos a boast of burden, he cannot 
help admiring tho working dogs of 
Hnixaols and other continental cities, 
wlicrc, to all appearanpos, tliey. ao thor- 


oughly Ilko their work. As the well 
regulated trains speed their way along 
tho tracks the teams of dogs hauling 
their loads of garden produce or milk 
on the road alongside of the railway aro 
not the least interesting sights of the 
grand tour. 


All the big trek dogs of the Belgians 


aro under capital command, and es- 
pecially ia this the case among the 
soldiers' dogs. 
There is discipline in 


the kennel as there Is within the bar- 
racks, and the dogs, big, apparently 
savage and surly animals, are, when In 
charge of the men, as orderly as a pack 
of well mannered foxhounds. 


If tho weather'be bad and tho roads 


slippery the foot of the dog has all the 
advantage over that of the hoofed ani- 
mal. It is true that the foot often suf- 
fers, but the owners arc careful of their 
dogs, and a bath of Bait water and a 
dressing of resin ointment will go a 
long way to heal up a clean sore in: 
four and twenty hours. 


The dog market in Brussels on Sun- 


day mornings is an attractive place, 
held, as it is, in the Hotel de Vllle 
square. It Is hero that a dog and cart 
turnout can be purchased, and there is 
both new anil old harness from which 
to choose. 
The would bo buyer can 


give a dog a trial between the shafts 
of tho cart and put the weight behind 
tho dog that the seller claims tho ani- 
mal can draw. The business man goes 
to tho market or auction to buy a dog 
and cart, just as the New Yorker visits 
tho horse salesman or tho automobile 
truck seller. 
Tho dog is one of tho 


cogs of the wheel of industry, and with 
tho venders of dairy and truck farm 
produce in the cities and towns no ani- 
mals would be more missed than tho 
draft dogs. 


It is a common custom among dog 


owners of the continent of Europe to 
cut and mutilate the card of their doga. 
As there appears to be no law against 
this useless and cruel practice It is 
not uncommon to seo dogs on tho open 
market which aro offered for sale 
with their cars yet raw and sore after 
a shiftless operation of cropping. They 
still bleed, and no one thinks of tak- 
ing notice.

y Us German origin In-many.respects, 


thero ia a charming old auar- 
s 


The great- 
er part of the Strassburg- of today is 
undoubtedly Teutonic, with many mod- 
ern snuarcs, flne public buildings and a 
multitude of typical German beer'halls 
and restaurants bearing, unpronounce- 
able German names. 


In the year 1870, in tho early days of 
10 month of August, a force of only 


some 8,000 Frenchmen under General 
Doual, near Wissenhourg, were sur- 
prised by an army o£ Bavarians and 
Prussians ten times as strong, the al- 
lies having over 80,000 men. After a 
most heroic resistance the French were 
forced to retire. Next followed tho de- 
feat of Marshal MacMahon, which oc- 
casioned intense depression in Alsace, 
where there were ho longer any regu- 
lar troops, the towns having to depend 
for their defense upon the shattered 
remnants of the different regiments and 
on tho "gardes mobile," formed of old 
men and young boys who. had been 
hastily mustered. in and who wero 
mostly hot only ignorant of even tho 
rudiments of tho art of war, but wero 
badly armed and poorly clothed. 


After tho defeat of MacMahon tho 


victorious Germans spread out ovor tho 
whole department of tho low.or Rhine 
and invested , Strossburg. ' Completely 
overwhelmed 'by the number 'o£ her 
fooi and at the morcy of the Germans' 


powerful artillery, on-the 2Sth of Sep» 
tember, after a siege of seven weeka 
and a constant terrific bombardment, 
Strassburg waa forced to. eurrender. 
Shortly after subjugating S3trassburg 
both Schlestadt and Brisach were in- 
vested and lluelhausen occupied by 10,- 
000 of the victorious Germans. 


When the news became known that 


the city of Strassburg and all of the 
rest of Alsace-Lorraine 
were to be 


ceded by France—a ransom demanded 
by Germany, besides the, enormous 
financial indemnity the vanquished 
country must pay—the grief, rage and 
despair of the-province, and. in fact,' oi 
all France, may wellbe imagined. Tho 
Alsatians and the residents in Lorraine1 
Joined in sending a protest1 to the as- 
sembly of Bordeaux before the treaty; 
of Frankfort was signed, In which thex 
made a stirring appeal for justice. 


It says: "We; by these presents, pro- 


claim as forever inviolable t!ho right of 
the people of Alsace-Lorraine to re- 
main members of the French nation, 
and we swear on our parti our constitu- 
ents, their children and their descend- 
ants, ,to*continue to lay claim, to it for- 
ev.er and by every means in our power, 
in the face of all • usurpers. • We 
are 


Frenchmen, and wo wish to .remain 
Frenchmen."
